Oa the other hand, often times it hap- 
pens, that when a Man makes a Chsra@er- 
Coat for one Man, it fits another, and fome- 
times agreat many. 

This is owing partly to the Ignorance 
of the Tzylor, who does not take his Mea 
fuse right— Ard partly by Fools and 
Knavec, being in thst Country very cften 
much like one another ; but moce efpecially 
by the Ridiculous Folly of fome Men, who 
when they fee a Coat made, tho’ it be the 
moft ridiculing 2nd mo expofing thing in 
the World, they cannot forbear, but they 
will be always Trying it on, aod eudeavou- 
ring to meke it fit themielves, whether it 
wil) or re Nay they will ftreech the 
Coat out of al manner of Shape, to {ee if 


they can make icfit them, quite contrary 
to the Taylor's Defign; as if knowing them- 
felves to be Fools, they were defirous all 
the World, fhould know ic too. 

This isa great piece of Injuftice to the 
Taylor, tho’ perhaps it may. be none to 
themfelves; tor I cannot believe, bus every 
Man 1S juft AS mucha Krave as be wo, 
bave the World believe him to be.
